great work of Reformation and uniftormiry, according to 
the Covenant : the ſubſtance whercofharh been formerly 
communicated in a letter from the Commuttee of Eſtates 
-to both houſes, and by one of our number, upon his recep- 


tion ar the Commuttce of Derby houſe, by order from the 


houſes of Parliament. But to our great greif we doc pet- 
ccrve; That thediſt rations of this Ie are, beyond 
.our expectation, grown exceeding high; Thata torce+ hath 
been placed on the paſlages to the houſes ; which duriag 
tranſactions of higheſt concernmens,hath impriſoned and 
ſecluded a great number of Members of Paritament, and 

given occa(ion to many otkers to withdraw , becauſe the 
tind they canner Act,as in a free Parliament ; that appl- 
cations are made to yau for proceeding again {t the King, 
tO take away his life, and for changing rhe tundamentall 
Government of this kingdome ; And ſtrong endeavours 
are uſed,to overturne the-whole work of Reformation, to

akd fruftrare all the ends of the folemne League a 
vena nt, which both kingdomes have ſworne with uplifted 
hands co Almighty God ſinceerly,really,and conſtanely to 
performe.- The conſideration &t theſe rhings doth excee- 
dingly trouble us,and fill our hearts with feares, - that, as 
they are tor the preſent matter of great provocation of the 
wrath of Sod againſt us,diſhonourable to his Name, and 
a reproach to Religion; 1o,if perſiſted in - that th cy ſhall 
greatly weaken and divide us amongſt our ſelves , invite 
torraigne Enemies again{t us: advance the popiſh intereſt, 
looſe 1relaud,and in the end,prove deſtructive to the Re- 
formed Religion, and to the peace and happineſle of thole 

kingdomes. 

 Tnthe year 1640. when theſe Kingdoms were oppreſ- 
{ed under the yeke and tyranny of the: Prelats, who then 
were far advanccd in the deſ{1gn,to introduce popery ; the 
kingdom of Scc:l.did joyn their Endeavours with this king 
dom,to procure a free Parliament here, looking upon it,as 
the chiet mean by the ble fling of God to give a check 19 the 
deſigns of the Prelars, who were {tudying the chang of Re- 
ligjton: And to the interpriſes of evill Councellois about 
the King, who were endeavouring to eſtabliſh an Arvitrary 
aud tiranicall Government, and afterward, when through) 
the power aud prevalency of papiſts,prelats, & Malignants, 
this kingdom was diſtreſſed: The kingdom of Scotland did 
enter into a ſolemn Leaguc and Covenant, with this Nati- 
on: For reformation and defence of Religion, the honour 


and happinſſc of the King, and the peace and ſafety of the

three kingdoms: And particularly tor bringing the Chur- 


ches of God therein, to the neereſt conjunction and unifor- 
mity in Relizion, Confeſſion of Faith, form of Church-g0- 
vernment, Directory tor worſhip,and Catechiſing, for cx- 


tirpation of popery,prelacy,Superſtition, Hereſy, Schiſme, 
pfofanes. And whar ſoever ſhall be found contrary to 
found Dodtcin for mutuall preſervation of rhe rights and 
 priviledges of Parliaments,and liberties of the kingdoms; 
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from bis peopl or one of the kingdoms from £04! 2. _ or 
make any tac&t.on or party among the people, contrary to 
the Leagu and Covenam,that they may be brought to pub- 
lique triall and punuthment: for preſerving peace and unj- 
on berwixt the kingdoms: Anddetending one another m 
rhis Cauſe ; and commuing therein all the dayes of-our 
lives , zcaloutly aad conitancly,againftall oppoſition; and 
for promoting tie ſame,according to our power,againſt all 
Letts, and 1my ediments whatſoever, Sg | 
La purſuance of the ſolemn League and Covenant, 

both Houſes of the Parliament have otten declared , Thar 
they will Eſtabliſh the Reformation of Religion, Extirpate * 
Popery,and Prelacy : And ſupprefle Hereite, and Schiſm, 
and that they will maintain the tundamentall Government 
of this Kingdom by King, Lords,and Commons. And when 
the Cemmon Encmy being ſubdued, the Scottiſh Army 
was to 2o out of this Kingdom 1n the beginning of the year 
1647. And his Majeſty by conſent of both kingdoms, was 
to come to Holdenly : The Houles of Parliament 
did declare,both to the £1ng, & to the kingdom of Scotland. 
That reſpee& ſhould be had to the ſatety and preſervation 
of his Majeſtics perſon, in the preſervation and defence of 
the true Religion, and libertics of the Kingdomes , accor- 
ding to the Covenant. Au when the King ſhould be at 
Holdenby , and the Scottiſh forces gone out of this Ki ng- 
dome; Thatthcy would joyne with the Kingdome of 
Scotland, in imploying their belt endeavours,to procure his 
Majeſtics aſſent to the Propoſitions agreed on by both 
Xingdomes. And in caſe the King ſhould not give his af- 
ſen: thereunto : that the Houſes were reſolved ſtill to 
maintaine the happy union already ſctrtlcd between the two 
Kingdomes, according to the Covenant and Treaties. The 
Pallogmns of Scotland did at the fame time alſo, publith a 
Declaration of their intentions (waereof one Copy was 
dclivered to his Majeſty , and another to the _— of

Theſe being the engagements of both Kingdomes joyne. 
ly together, and ſeverally one to another, tor the ends a- 
tort{aid, V Ve hold it our duty to endeavour, That Refor- 
mation of Religion be ferled and eſtabliſhed , as 15 before 


expreſſed: And eſpecially, that the toleration of Idolarry, 


Popery, Blaſphemy, Hereſie, and Schiſme, be prevented: 


. leaſt we partake in other mens ſinnes, and thereby being 
 indanger to receive of their plagues:: That the Rights and 


priviledges of Parliament may be preſerved : that there 


. may be no change ofthe ftundamentall government : And 
tharthere be no harme, injury, or violence offered to his 


Majeſties perſon,the very thought whercof, the kingdome 


of <cotl. hath alwayes abhorred,as may appear by all their 


proccedings and Declarations : And the Houſes of Parlia- 
ment have upon ſeverall occaſions expreſled, a deteſtation 


thereof in their Declarations - Wherefore, we do expect. 


that thete ſhall be no proceeding againſt his perſon ; which 
cannot but continue and encreate the great diſtractions of 
theſe kingdomes, and involve us in many difficulties, miſe- 
r:e-,and confufons. ER 

Burt tharby the free Councells of both houſes of the Par- 
lament of England, and wih the advice and conſent of 
the Parliament of Scotland (which is now fitting) ſuch
